The organizer of Edmonton’s annual 
Memorial March for missing and mur¬ 
dered indigenous women is frustrated 
the city won’t pay for police at this 
Sunday's walk. 

Events that dose smeets usually must 
pay for cops to come, but march organ¬ 
izer Danielle Boudreau said, officers have 
been provided for free at past walks, 

That won't happen this year. 

An email sent by an official with Ed¬ 
monton's festival and events department 
informed Boudreau the police units that 
supported the walk over the last two 
years “with complimentary services 
has confirmed that they are not able 
to do so in 2016" 


Anna Batchelor, a spokeswoman for 
EPS, said the reason is staffing. “The ser¬ 
vice has been offered in past years but 
this yctu'the sniffing level is not available, 
so we're not able to offer this service.'* 

Boudreau said organizers shouldn't 
have to pay, given the nature of the 
march. 

“This is where sensitivity comes in, 
so if they can't do it,, why don't they 
get someone like RCMP Project KAKE. 
Why can't they get the homicide unit 
or victim sendees even?" 

The lack of policing means this year s 
march is not "formally" permitted, said 
Julie Stormer, supervisor of festivals and 
events for the city. 

She said when a group can't pay for 
police, the dty works to find alternatives 
that don’t require as many cops, like 
holding the event in Churchill Square. 

But she said march organizers didn't 
want to change their plans. 

The email to Boudreau from the city 
“st rongly encouraged" her and the walk 
to stay on the sidewalk, and modify the 
route to stay away from other events in 
Churchill Square. 

Boudreau said the march will go ahead 
Sunday without changes to its route.

It started with a simple ques¬ 
tion: Is there such a thing as 
gay heritage? 

“Queer young people don't 
necessarily have queer parents 
who are passing along the his¬ 
torical events ... or telling us the 
stories of the ghosts we should 
honour,’ 1 says Andrew Kushnir. 
one of the creators and perform¬ 
ers of the Gay Heritage Project, a 
new play showing at the Citadel. 

The new production is a re¬ 
sponse to that question. Kush¬ 
nir, along with Paul Dunn and 
Damien Atkins — all formerly 
from Edmonton — set out to 
find common ground with a 
deep dive not only into their 
own cultural histories, but into 
gay history 

One of the obvious challen¬ 
ges. Kushnir says, is the fact gay 
heritage isn't tied to genetics or 
geography. 

“Queer people of any age 
have to go out and actively piece 
together heritage, so heritage 
becomes something that you 
choose" he says. 

He adds that gay identity is 
a relatively new thing, so ques¬ 
tions arise about who is part of 
that history and who isn’t.

roe? Kushnir says. 

Murray Billet is a long-time 
leader in Edmonton’s gay com¬ 
munity and was an adviser on 
the landmark Delwin Vriend 
legal case, w r hich got sexual 
orientation enshrined as a hu¬ 
man right. He welcomes the 
spotlight the play brings to gay 
history in Alberta, especially for 
young people. 

Billet recounts sitting in a Jas¬ 
per Avenue coffee shop last sum¬ 
mer and watching two young 
gay men holding hands. 

"It felt personally rewarding 


to me. as 3 believe in "one love.’” 
he says. “Mind you, 1 did have 
the sense that perhaps J should 
run up to them and say.

Ward 12 candidates aren’t 
the only ones trying to get 
to doors these days. 

For much different rea¬ 
sons, Edmonton Police are 
also working to get to doors 
but they're struggling to 
make it. 

And for all 32 candidates 
fighting to represent the 
ward at council, the reasons 
behind that struggle will be 
a definite challenge. 

Edmonton Police are the 
largest budget item on the 
city's books and the force 
has grown consistently over 
the years. But stilt, police are 
struggling to keep up with an 
increasing number of calls. 

The force saw almost 
13,000 more calls in 2015 


Amount city council gave 
the police force as a 
budget increase. 


than the year prior and be¬ 
cause of this, its response 
time success rate fell to a 
new low. 

Officers responded to calls 
within their ideal target only 
6S.2 per cent of the time last 
year. While the highest prior¬ 
ity calls are still being met, 
property crimes and smaller 
issues are taking hours for 
the police to respond to. 

The police asked for £49.1 
million over the next three 
years to get a handle on the 
problem, but council provid¬ 
ed only SB.5 million. 

Speaking to Metro in a 
year-end interview. Chief 
Rod Knecht said the po¬ 
lice would shift resources, 
but admitted it would be a 
struggle. 

“VVe try to get to those 
calls within seven minutes, 
80 per cent of the time and

right now we are in the mid 
6Q-S,* he said. "1 don’t think 
we are going to get ahead 
of the curve, I think we can 
manage the curve." 

Edmonton Police Associa¬ 
tion President Sgt. Maurice 
Brodeursaid Knechfs plans 
to redistribute resources will 
help, but he doubts it will 
keep up with the growing 
demand even as the city 
slows down. 

“1 don't think it will be 
enough to be honest with 
you, J think there will be 
struggles," he said. 

He said he also worries 
about the demand put on 
officers. 

“They are tired. There is 
overtime on an almost daily 
basis. 1 "

The three pilot episodes, 
which will be released on a week¬ 
ly basis on the group's website, 
feature a professor talking about 
Edmonton’s trash history, a for¬ 
mer historian laureate discuss¬ 
ing a failed downtown freeway 


loop proposal, and two authors 
shitring the story of A1 Rashid 
Mosque. 

“What’s valuable is the hu¬ 
man part of it — there are hu¬ 
man voices to the story'and his¬ 
tory, which is often dry textbook 
names and dates.” Roberts said. 

Since the podcast series is a 
pilot project. Roberts said that 
the Heritage Council is inviting 
feedback from listeners about 
stories they want to hear, and 
the style of the podcast.

Queen Mary 
Park is one of 
th ree neigh¬ 
bourhoods — 
including Lansdowne and 
Lauderdale — that will re¬ 
ceive a facelift this year as 
part of the City of Edmonton's 
Building Great Neighbour¬ 
hoods program. 

The program’s mandate, 
since 2009. ls to use taxpay¬ 
er and utility rate money to 
renew or replace roadways, 
sidewalks, streetlights, sell¬ 
ers, curbs and gutters. 

“We are getting new side¬ 
walks in the neighbourhood, 
but in a couple of areas we'll 


have to wait until later be¬ 
cause they’re near arterial 
roads," Shuttleworth said. 

Over the years, the renewal 
program has started to incor¬ 
porate requests that fall out¬ 
side of doing the basics, said 
the City’s director of neigh¬ 
bourhood renewal. 

Some of that started in 
2014 when the Queen Alex¬ 
andria neighbourhood created 
a community group aiming 
to change the configuration 
of a major intersection, and 
add bike lanes. 

“We are always trying to 
improve.. The [Queen Alex¬ 
andria] situation has shown 
us the engagement that some 
community groups are look¬ 
ing for and where we can 
interact with 
them outside 
the formal 
process," said 
Jeff Ward, in 
the neigh¬ 
bourhood re¬ 
newal depart* 
ment with 
the city. 

Shuttle- 
worth said 
he is happy with the city’s 
efforts to consult with the 
community, although there 
are some things — such as 
streetlights near apartment 
blocks — that can't be added 
in time because of a problem¬ 
atic city law. 

“It's like a grocery list and 
you’re not able to get every* 
thing you want," he said. 

Construction will likely 
begin in spring 2016 and is 
expected to be completed in 
2017.

EPCOR quells fears about pipes

About 4.600 homes in Hdnrton- 
ton have lead pipes similar to 
those that tire now poisoning 
the water in Flint, Mich., but of¬ 
ficials say a program is in place 
to avoid tragedies like what is 
taking place there. 

EPCOR, which provided water 
to Bdmonton homes, has been 
working for the last eight years 
to address the problem. 

Some homes dating from be- 
fore the 1950s were built with 
lead pipes, which include both 
EICGICs connection to the home 
and piping on the homeowner's 
side of the property line. 

EPCOR spokesperson Tim le 
Riche said it’s a small problem 
— nowhere near the scale of 
Flint—but they do want to help 
homeowners. 

“What we're talking about 
when you look at the city as 
whole is a very small number 
respectively,” he said. 

EPCOR's program will see the 
utility replace their service pipes 
anytime a homeowner chooses 
to upgrade theirs. 

“If you decide to go ahead 
with the replacement, we will do 
ours at exactly the same timer 
said le Riche. 

He said because of the high 
tost, most homeowners have 
chosen to use filters to keep lead 


out of their water rather them 
replace pipes, but EPCOR has 
replaced pipes in about 1.200 
homes. He said EPCOR keeps in 


contact with homeowners and 
can test suspect lead pipes for 
anyone w r ho is concerned.

Police chiefs join 
call for prepay law

Gas-and-dash

Police chiefs want the Alberta 
government to devise a law 
that would require drivers to 
prepay at the pump before 
filling up. 

The Alberta Association of 
Chiefs of Police has passed a 
resolution calling for legis¬ 
lation which notes gas-and- 
dash thieves can injure or 
kill gas station employees. 

RCMP Deputy Commission¬ 
er Marianne Ryan, president 
of the association, said pre¬ 
paying would also benefit 
business owners by reducing 
gasoline thefts and freeing 
up police to work on other 
crimes. 

“We feel that it is a win- 
win on a number of fronts, 
but most importantly it is 
that safety component," Ryan 
said Thursday. “One lost life 
is too many. 1 ' 

The chiefs passed a simi¬ 
lar resolution in 2011, but 
the former Progressive Con¬ 
servative government did not 
accept it. 

Ryan said chiefs decided 
to raise the prepay proposal 
again with the government 
last summer following the 
June death of Maryam Rash¬ 
id i. a Calgary service-station 
worker who was run over 


during a gas-and-dash theft. 

“The loss of Ms. Rashid! 
really accentuated a sense 
of urgency C Ryan said. “We 
can't let that happen again." 

The NDP government has 
been more receptive and told 
the chiefs association in Nov¬ 
ember that it would review 
its concerns, but has given 
no indication what It plans 
to do or when, she said. 

This week, Labour Minister 
Christina Gray said it's time 
to take steps to better pro-

tect vulnerable workers. She 
said the province will consult 
businesses and employees to 
identify long-term changes 
to improve safety. 

The Alberta federation of 
Labour elIso says it's time for 
action. The province need 
only look to British Colum¬ 
bia, where a prepay law has 
been on the books since ZOOS, 
said federation president Gil 


McGowan. 

He said the Alberta govern¬ 
ment should introduce a bill 
during the spring sitting of 
the legislature. 

“The B.C, model works. 
It has been in place for al¬ 
most a decade now and it 
has saved lives," McGowan 
said. “We see no reason to 
wait any longer. “ 

The B.C. regulation known 
as Grant's Law was passed 
after gas-station worker 
Grant be Patie was killed 
in 2005 trying to prevent a 
gas-and-dash robbery over 
SI2.30 worth of fuel. 

In Vancouver alone, the 
number of reported gas-and- 
dash thefts dropped to 15 in 
2008 after the law came in 
from 161 the year before, said 
Scott Me Cloy, a spokesman 
for WorkSafeBC. 

T he number of robberies 
each year since then has been 
one or none. 

“1 think it is pretty clear 
that the regulation has vir¬ 
tually eliminated or severely 
curtailed gas-and-dash rob- 
be ries, putting workers at 
less risk,” McCSoy said. 

T here was some push-hack 
by customers and businesses 
at first, but people generally 
got used to it, he said. 

A member of the Ontario 
legislature introduced a pri¬ 
vate member's bill proposing 
prepay legislation following 
the 2012 death of a gas sta¬ 
tion worker in Toronto, but 
it never came to a final vote.

Edmonton's transit system has 
slipping reliability, overloaded 
buses and more crime, accord¬ 
ing to the city's auditor. 

in a report released Thurs¬ 
day and heading to council nest 
week, auditor David Winn said 
overall the system is running 
well, but reliability is a problem. 

The city's target is that a bus 
arrives no more than five min¬ 
utes early or one minute late 90 
percent of the time. But the best 
Edmonton’s transit has done in 
recent years is 74 per cent. 

Whin's report also noted 1,328 
passengers were left waiting in 
2014 as a bus drove past because 
it was overloaded, saying it's a 
worrying trend the service needs 
to address. 

Edmonton transit's branch 
manager Eddie Robar said the 


department is taking small steps 
to tackle problems now, bul the 
ongoing transit review will ere 
ate the most change. 

“It's about taking a holistic 
look at tire system itself. How we 
distribute buses, how we disnib- 
ute our vehicles and making sure 
that's done in a systemic way." 

Coun. Mike Nickel said coun¬ 
cil needs to take a hard look at 
the report. 

“We're delivering 
some of the funda¬ 
mentals properly, but 
there are aspects of 
this model that aren't 
working," he said. 

He said council 
should be getting in¬ 
formation about the 
system's performance 
much more often. 

“This is the kind 
of thing that because 
it has such a high impact as a 
public sendee you should get 
quarterly reporting on these 
basic metrics.”

City signs Valley Line deal 


The city has signed a deal on 
the single biggest infrastructure 
project it will ever build. 

Trans ED partners won the 
contract to build the Valley Line 
LKT from the city last fall, but 
has been negotiating final de¬ 
tails. That work wrapped up 
this week. 

The city can't yet release the 
exact cost, but the 51.8 billion 
council had budgeted will cover 
the project. 


“There will be a value for 
money report that will be re¬ 
leased within the next 60 days, 
but we are within the projected 
budget," said city spokesperson 
Quinn Nicholson. “They have 
to go through all the finances 
now and see what can be shared 
and what needs to be redacted. " 
T he contract with the city 
stipulates the line must open 
by December 2020. Jt also gives 
bonuses for limiting road clos¬ 


ures and quickly replacing the 
Cloverdale footbridge. 

Nicholson said the contract 
for the line is incredibly de- 
taiLed, to make sure the city gets 
precisely what it's paying for. 

“Literally, what we said we 
were going to build, going back 
to the preliminary engineering, 
is what we are going to build.” 

The city estimates construc¬ 
tion of the line will create

Mother says long-term care should be priority 


An Edmonton mother whose 
son has been recovering from 
fentanyl addiction says the use 
of the drug among youth in her 
community’ is still a huge prob¬ 
lem. 

One of Carrie Babiuk’s son's 
childhood: friends died List week 
at 20 from a fentanyl overdose. 

“My son is devastated. He's 
managed to stay off of it for 
over seven months, but there 
are other people battling it and 
dying from it * Babiuk said. 

It was the death of another 


dose friend from an overdose 
last November that led to her 
2Oyear-oId son comi ng dean 
to her about his addiction and 
seeking help. 

After telling his mother, he 
went through a seven-day detox 
program. 

“The biggest part of it that 
people don't realize is that those 
who use it every day have built 
up a tolerance to it," 1 Bab ink said. 
'"When they're in withdrawal, 
they have no tolerance, Etnd if 
they use it just once, they’re 


gone." 

Kabiuk’ s son did relapse once 
and overdose, but was found in 
time by his girlfriend. One of 
the problems he faced after be¬ 
ing treated and released by the 
hospital was that he had to wait 
for 90 days to get in-patient treat¬ 
ment because of;* long wait list. 

While Eabiuk said drugs that 
treat an overdose or help with 
overcoming addiction — such 
as naloxone, methadone and 
suboxone — are a helpful step 
in the recovery process , for her. 


more beds and long-term treat¬ 
ment programs are also crucial, 

“There are underlying issues 
that people need to work on to 
overcome addiction such as tools 
to learn a different lifestyle," she 
said., Teople wonder why there's 
a big relapse rate in a 30-day re¬ 
covery program. It's not enough." 

Eabiuk said since undergoing 
a rehabilitation program, her 
son has found support in weekly 
mentorship meetings at a local 
drug prevention program called 
Clean Scene, saaam islawmitro 
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Students Tania Strilets, left, and Bhanwar Gill said they were

“Every year, if you look at 
the statistics, more and more 
deaths are happening,'" said 
Const. John Sorenson, a school 
resource officer, at a presenta¬ 
tion held for Grade 12 students 
at Austin O'Brien High School. 

“Fentanyl can kill you the 
first time you try it, so that’s 
why if s important to get out 
there. We want to inform kids 
about what this is." 

According to Edmonton po¬ 
lice, youth between the ages 
of 17 and 25 are some of the 
hardest hit by fentanyl use. 

That's why, over the next 
few r months, school resource 
officers plan to deliver the 
presentation to about 29,000 


students. 

According to Alberta Health 
Services, 272 people died of 
fentanyl overdose in 2015. 
While the exact number of stu¬ 
dent deaths is unclear, Soren¬ 
son said he knows of at least 
two recent cases in Edmonton. 

“With some of the kids we’ve 
lost in our high schools, it’s a 
first-time trv. These are not bad

kids who are on the streets — 
these are kids in high school 
playing hockey and trying it 
once or going to a party and 
trying it because their friends 
are trying it, H Sorenson said. 

A student who attended the 
presentation said it was eye¬ 
opening. “1 didn't know that 
much about it before the pres¬ 
entation. Getting basic know r - 
ledge and knowing what to 
avoid, so you're not ignorant 
— 1 think it's the most import¬ 
ant thing," said 17-year-old 
Tania itrilets. 

She said she was disturbed 
to leant how big of an effect 
a small amount of fentanyl 
can have. 

“Even the tiniest bit can kill 
you. I think the pan that snick 
out for me was knowing that 
it can go into other drugs like 
weed that high school students 
are using frequently" Strilets 
said.

Opposition 
to physician- 
assisted dying 
reiterated 

Catholic leaders in Alberta are 
reiterating the church's op¬ 
position to physician-assisted 
dying. 

After the Supreme Court 
struck down the law against as- 
sisted suicide last February, the 
Canadian Conference of Cath¬ 
olic Bishops said the church 
opposes any form of mercy 
killing. 

The national organization 
wants the federal government 
to e nsure that any changes to 
the law would not force health¬ 
care providers or hospitals to 
be involved in assisted dying. 

The group has also asked 
Ottawa to ensure that the law 
would not be interpreted dif¬ 
ferently by each province and 
territory. 

Alberta’s bishops want the 
province to consult with the 
public before taking any steps 
to comply with new regulations 


the federal government must 
deve lop by June. 

The College of Physicians 
and Surgeons of Alberta is pro¬ 
posing a standard that would 
allow physicians to say “no" 
to assisted dying, but would 
require them to refer a patient 
to another doctor.

Statement from Alberti 
Catholic bishops 


“The decision of the Su¬ 
preme Court of Canada makes 
legally permissible in some 
circumstances what is morally 
wrong in every circumstance: 
the taking of innocent human 
life," Alberta's Catholic bishops 
said Thursday. 

“This is unacceptable in a 


truly just and ethical society." 

Bishop Douglas Crosby, 
president of the Canadian Con¬ 
ference of Catholic Bishops, has 
told the federal government it 
should have considered using 
the Constitution's “notwith¬ 
standing clause" to postpone 
any implementation of phys¬ 
ician-assisted dying for at least 
the next five years. 

Jn a letter to the federal min¬ 
isters nf justice and health last 
month. Crosby said a delay 
would have provided time for 
calm reflection and consul¬ 
tation. 

“Many Canadians still do 
not understand that so-called 
assisted-dying' is a deliberately 
misleading term for physician- 
assisted suicide and eutha¬ 
nasia, 1 " he wrote. 

Crosby said the federal gov¬ 
ernment should instead bol¬ 
ster palliative care services, 
provide more funding for re¬ 
search into pain relief and 
bring in a national suicide 
prevention plan. 

“Caring for the dying does 
not include killing them or 
helping them kill themselves,'" 
he wrote.

ATB earning falling off 

ATB Financial's earnings 
plunged in the last quarter 
compared with a year ago.

More people in the developing 
world will have healthier teeth, 
thanks to fundraising efforts 
by a group of dental students 
from the University of Alberta. 

Despite the flagging econ¬ 
omy, their Winter Ball fund¬ 
raiser generated £60.000 from 
sponsorships and ticket sales 
— the most the annual fund¬ 
raiser has ever raised, and an 
almost 50 per tent increase 
over last year. 

The money will go to Kind¬ 
ness in Action, a non-profit vol¬ 
unteer organization that pro¬ 
vides free dental care around 
the world to people who have 
either limited or no access to it. 

Dental student Marissa 
£tm:k spent last week in Bel¬ 
ize, in the Caribbean. She was 
part of a 21-person team of 
dentists, dental students and 
hygienists that performed over 
600 fillings, extractions and 
cleanings. 

“We saw a lot of children 
and there's a big misconcep¬ 
tion that if there's problems 
with baby teeth, once they fall 
out. it's OK." Struik said. "But 
if they're in pain, it affects 
their ability to focus," adding 
that any decay can also dam¬ 
age adult teeth. 

Twelve students from the 
School of Dentistry are headed 
overseas in January and Febru¬ 
ary. Students pay their own 
way. so all money raised will 


go to equipment and supplies 
fbr patients. 

Event chair and dental stu¬ 
dent Emily Ervin attributes 
this year’s success to a strong 
team and a growing realization 
that dental care is needed in 
developing countries. 

“A lot of people don't think 
this would be the first thing 
they need.'* she said, 1, Eut den¬ 


tal care is so taken for granted 
here, people are rarely in crisis 
because they don't have it" 
She points to the link be¬ 
tween dental care and issues 
like diabetes and cardiovascu¬ 
lar disease.

He praised not 
only Trudeau's dimate-change 
advocacy, but his desire to re¬ 
turn Canada to its peacekeeping 
roots — which, he said, Canada 
helped create under external af¬ 


fairs minister Lester Pearson in 
the 1950s. 

Trudeau hits stressed reori¬ 
enting Canada toward world 
organizations — the UN in par¬ 
ticular — as part of a new multi¬ 
lateral foreign polity that often 
tries to invoke the so-called Pear- 
son-era golden age of diplomacy. 

Trudeau confirmed that Can¬ 
ada is looking to win a seat on 
the Security Council as pail of a 
move to renew its relationship 
with the world body. 

“We are going to evaluate 
the opportunities for Canada to 
mount a successful bid," he said. 

Imdeau said he told Ban that 
Canada wants to be involved as 
a peacemaker.

THEORETICAL PHYSICS 

Discovery 
offers evidence 
of elusive 
Einstein theory 

Scientists announced Thurs¬ 
day they had discovered dir¬ 
ect evidence of gravitational 
waves, one of Einstein's most 
important — and elusive — 
predictions. 

They captured the incredibly 
faint signal by recording the 
sound of two black holes col¬ 
liding, an event that occurred 
1.3 billion years ago. 

"We did it," said David Reitze, 
executive director of the Laser 
I nterfe romete r Cravif ational- 
Wave Observatory 11.1 GO). 

“That's the story today. Hut 
what's really exciting is what 
comes next.” 

Gravitational waves are one 


of the critical predictions of Al¬ 
bert Einstein's Theory of Gener¬ 
al Relativity— they are ripples 
caused by mass moving through 
the fabric of space-time. With 
energetic enough movements, 
those ripples might be big 
enough for us to measure. 

“It's one of the most exciting 
predictions oft he theoiy," said 
Luis Lehner of the Perimeter 1 n- 
stitute for Theoretical Physics. 

YeE when scientists celebrat¬ 
ed general relativity's 100-year 
anniversary late last year, no 
one had vet reported a direct 
detection of the waves. 

The discovery of gravitational 
waves is far more significant 
than simply confirming Ein¬ 
stein's predictions. 

“It's momentous ... it marks 
the beginning of our ability to 
peek at the universe through a 
completely new window,” said 
Lehner. "It's as if the floodgates 
are about to be opened."

Teenager abandons suicide-bomb attack on refugee camp 


Strapped with a booby-trapped 
vest and sent by the extremist 
Boko Haram group to kill as 
many people as possible, the 
young teenage girl tore off the 
explosives and fled as soon its she 
was out of sight of her handlers.. 

Her two companions, how¬ 
ever, completed their grisly mis¬ 
sion and walked into a crowd of 
hundreds at Dikwa refugee ctunp 
in northeast Nigeria and blew r 
themselves up, killing 58 people. 

Later found by local self- 
defence forces, the gill's tear¬ 
ful account is one of the first 


indications that at least some 
of the child bombers used by 
Boko Hanun are aware that they' 
are about to die and kill others. 

“She said she was scared be¬ 
cause she knew she would kill 
people. But she was also fright¬ 
ened of going against the instruc¬ 
tions of the men who brought 
her to the camp." said Modu 
Awami. a self-defence fighter 
who helped question the .girl. 

She was among thousands 
held captive for months by the 
extremists, according to Algoni 
Lawan, a spokesman for the 


Ngala local government area 
that has many residents at the 
camp and who is privy to infor¬ 
mation about her interrogation

Her story was corroborated 
when she led soldiers to the un¬ 
exploded vest, Awami said Thurs¬ 
day. speaking by phone from 
the refugee camp, which holds 
50,000 people who have fled 
Boko Haram’s Islamic uprising. 

The girl is in custody and has 
given officials information about 
other planned bombings that 
has helped them increase se¬ 
curity at the camp, said Satomi 
Ahmed, chairman of the Homo 
State Emergency Management 
Agency.

Zika vaccine testing 
goal 12 months away 


Brazil has signed an agreement 
with the University of 3 ex as Med¬ 
ical Branch to develop a vaccine 
against the Zika virus, adding 
the goal is for the vaccine to be 
ready for clinical testing within 
12 months. 

Health Minister Marcelo Cas¬ 
tro said at a news conference that 
the government will invest SI.9 
million in the research, which 
will be jointly conducted by 
the University of Texas Medical 
Branch in Galveston and the 
bvandro Chagas Institute in the 
Amazonian city of Belem. 

He said the Health Ministry 
also has reached partnerships 


with theU.S. Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention and is 
looking to work with pharma¬ 
ceutical giant GlaxoSmithKline 
because of its role developing a 
vaccine against Ebola. 

Brazil's Zika outbreak has be¬ 
come a crisis since researchers 
linked the mosqurto-bome virus 
to a surge in rare birth defects. 
The connection has yet to be 
scientifically proven, but the 
CDC has pointed to strong evi¬ 
dence of a link and called on 
pregnant women to avoid travel 
to 22 countries and territories 
with active outbreaks.

Mo lion Coors Brewing Co. says 
a sluggish economy and higher 
food prices are affecting beer 
drinking in Canada's oil-rich 
provinces. 

The Denver and Mcmtre.il- 
based company said the beer 
industry has seen customers, 
particularly in Alberta, shift 
From higher-priced premium 
to economy brands. 

Sales volumes have also been 
slipping in Alberta, as well as 
in the oil-producing provinces 
of Newfoundland and Labrador 
and Saskatchewan, 

Molson said its sales volume 
decreased 5.4 per cent across 
Canada in the fourth quarter. 
In January sales to retailers for 
at-home consumption fell by 
more than 10 per cent, or by 
almost nine per cent excluding 
the impact of the termination 
of an agreement to distribute 
Miller brands. 

Part of that decrease can be 
attributed to macro-economic 
factors, including higher food 
prices, said Stewart Glendin- 
ning, chief executive of Molson 


Coors Canada. 

“ The consumer is under pres¬ 
sure,' he said Thursday during 
a conference call. 

“And if you add to that the 
fact that consumer debt in Can¬ 
ada is at an all-time high, it's 
made for quite a difficult recipe 
in some of those provinces.” 

iales volumes were reduced 
in Quebec by the brewer's de¬ 
rision to raise prices to match 
competitor Budweiser. Coots 
Light was also hurt from con¬ 
sumer purchases of Coors Ban¬ 
quet, 

Glendinning said the com¬ 
pany has made strategic changes 
over the past three years, includ¬ 
ing (werhauling its supply chain , 
reducing costs and transforming 
its portfolio, that will pave the 
way to improved results. 

The brewer is modernizing 
its manufacturing capacity by 
building a new plant in Vancou¬ 
ver and is close to completing 
tin assessment of its 230-year-old 
Montreal facility Glendinning 
wouldn’t say when a decision 
will be announced on whether 
to upgrade or move.

Gripping doc 
A Girl in the 
River receives 
Oscar nod 

When Saba Qaiser was 19 
years old, her uncle and 
father shot her in the head, 
staffed her in a bag and threw 
into a river to die. They said 
she had shamed her family 
when she married the boy of 
her choice. 

She crawled from the 
water, severely wounded. It 
was pitch black, ihe grabbed 
hold of the straggly bushes 
on the river's edge and pulled 
herself to safety. In the dis¬ 
tance, Saba could see only the 
single headlight of a motor¬ 
cycle and then a gas station. 

“Save me. Save me." she 
pleaded to the doctor who 
eventually treated her. 

Saba is the hero of the Os¬ 
car-nominated documentary 
A Girl in the River: The Price 
of forgiveness, by Pakistani 
filmmaker Sharmeen Obaid- 
Chinoy. 

It explores the practice of 
honour killings, where fath¬ 
ers, husbands and brothers 
kill their wives, daughters 
or sisters for shaming them, 
accusing them of “stealing'" 
their honour. 

The offence could be as 
minor as a misinterpreted 
look in the direction of a boy, 
sitting too long in the pres¬ 
ence of an unknown man or 
in Saba's case, marrying a 
man of her choice. 

"it is pre-meditated. cold¬ 
blooded murder. You hunt 
them down and you shoot 
them,” Obaid-Chinoy said 
about honour killings. 

“It should be decided (in 
court) as a killing.” 


Obaid-Chinoy wants the 
law changed and wants Pak¬ 
istani Prime Minister Nawaz 
Sharif to go beyond just con¬ 
demning honour killings. 

She would like to screen 
her movie at the prime min¬ 
ister’s residence with “all the 
stakeholders" present — pol¬ 
iticians, judiciary, police, vic¬ 


tims, and activists — in hopes 
of bringing change. 

In 2012, Obaid-Chinoy won 
an Oscar for her documen¬ 
tary Saving Face, depicting 
the suffering of victims of 
acid attacks — women disfig¬ 
ured by acid thrown in their 
faces, usually by men they 
have spurned or refused in

marriage. 

In A Girl in the River, 
Obaid-Chinoy began film¬ 
ing Saba soon after she was 
attacked in 2014 for defying 
her parents to marry her be¬ 
loved, Qaiser. Saba’s bravery 
— and the sweetness of their 
relationship — plays out on 
screen even as she recovers in 
the hospital, her face deeply 
gouged by the bullet Fired by 
her uncle. 

The Oscars are on Feb. 2S 
and A Girl in the River will 
be aired March 7 on HEO.

Ben-Hur remake star talks about epic undertaking 


Jack Huston is surrounded by 
the undead in his new movie 
Pride and Prejudice and Zom¬ 
bies , but this summer the stakes 
are even higher. He stars i n the 
role made famous by Charlton 
Heston in a remake of Ben-Hur. 
Huston recently watched an 
early cut of the film and de¬ 
spite the expected jitters front 
an actor watching his work, he 
liked what he saw. 

"J think the lovely thing is I 


was seeing it as the big picture. 
„,l was so taken by everything 
and all the work that everyone 
had done,” said Huston in a re¬ 
cent interview. 

In the 1959 version, the film¬ 
makers used thousands of ani¬ 
mals and roughly 10.000 ex¬ 
tras. In this remake, they have 
technology on their side. But 
Huston says they used special 
effects judiciously. 

“.All of us were very interested 


in trying to do as little CGI as 
possible in the moments where 
you didn’t need it/ he said. 

The film's famed chariot 
scene involved shooting six 
days a week for two months. 

“The chariot scenes, all the 
slave ship stuff, that's all us. 
That’s all me there. ...We were 
very conscious of that and we 
tried to make it as real as pos¬ 
sible. as immersive as possible. 

“We really wanted to give 


everyone the real experience 
because that's what Ben-Hur 
is. When you associate Ben-Hur 
you see the chariot as well as 
this incredible character and 
this arc. 

"Everyone's gonna be wait¬ 
ing. J QK, when’s the chariot 
scene?' We knew we had to 
outdo everything on that” 

Ben-Hur is scheduled 
for an Aug. 12 opening.
